I recently ended up with a Tempo One in very good condition, but 

it is surplus to my needs. After receiving the unit, I gave it a good 
going over, and it is very clean, nearly in "out of the box" shape 
( except for a few items, outlined below ) The receive works well, 
there is power out, and a clean signal, according to my IFR-1500. 
Physically very clean but a bit of dust, has all original tubes, it 
appears and comes with manual ( tattered, but all there ) and an 
equally nice looking power supply and a hand mic. It also has 
surprisingly little drift for a Tempo One, was able to copy 40 
meter SSB without having to retune after a 15 minute warmup.

Hi! 


For those who never pushed a typewriter for money (or tried to--had a 
nice collection of rejection slips from SF mags to prove it, too), the two 
old standard typeface xsizesx were Pica and Elite. Late pre-computer 
machines could do a lot of fonts, starting with the IBM Selectric and its 
interchanageble typeballs and AK-47 chatter. ;) 

Pica is ten characters to the inch (and a "pica" is a printer's unit of 
measure that runs ten to the inch, too). Pica is preferred on manuscripts 
submitted for publication (back when we did that on paper), as it's easier 
to mark up and easier to do a word-count on. (Too, editors are notorious 


for poor vision, feel free to make up your own jokes why). 

Elite, if memory serves, is 12 to the inch. It looks neater and was 
often used for mimegraphed or photostat manuals. Downside, the letters 
fill up with ink & gunk more quickly. 

Typefaces were plain-Jane, one-width fonts with serif. (Some "mills" 
for copying code use an all-caps, sans-serif font, and shifting every 
letter gives you a dash! _..._ has long been popular punctuation, it 
seems). Compter types call such fonts "monospaced." A "justified" xfontx« 
uses proportional spaces for letters--i and 1 take very little, m and w 
rather a lot and the rest fall in between. Avoid ‘em if you want an old 
look. Don't justify *xlines,x either--that flavor of justification makes 
all the lines come out even at both sides, which can't be done nicely with 
a simple typewriter. 


...-Don't get me started, or I'll rattle on about my nifty three-row 
flipover portable, a 1920s design, with both "figs" and "caps" shift keys, 
a device which will rattle one's brains after years of IBM Electromatic 
and computer keyboards. (The Electromatic predates the Selectric and was, 
IMO, the best electric mill ever made; they will type faster than you can 
think, all day everyday, and run forever with minimal care. The big 
outfits used ‘em from the moment they hit the market and a lot of the 
classic postwar BA manuals were typed on ‘em. Keyboard feel and layout 
will give about a 1.5X boost to most folk's typing speed).
